FROM MODERN ADVANCES 



As civilisation advances, and as the 
new gradually takes the place of the 
old. there are always those who suffer 
from the change. During the last 
decade 01 «0 one of the most notice- 
able changes which has conic into the 
world is the substitution of the auto- 
mobile for the horse. This in itself Is 
probably a good thing, but there arc 
many who used to make their living 
out of horses, who now find It. very 
difficult to earn a living. 

Just near .McGill \ro have a. most 
striking example of this in the MoGW 
cab-stand on Sherbrooke St. Every 
day in passing along that street a 
long line of cabs and liorj.es can be ob- 
served waiting, very often in vain, lor 
something to do. Alongside the cabs, 
or it; very cold weather in the tiny 
little cab house, can he seen the old 
drivers, most of them hardy and ex- 
perienced veterans, passing their time 
in conversation or as best they can. 

Many a strange and intorcnttng tale 
of the oltl days in .Montreal can these 
old fellows tell; and once' engaged in 
conversation will, one of them, It I?. 
very difficult to get away. It is really 
(luite an experience, to pretend that 
you are a sightseer, on your, first 
visit to -Montreal, .and to go for a drive 
in one of these .cabs. Of .course you 
must be sure to toll the. "cabby'' that 
;>;S{< «;ant. to know all- about, everything 
•',WU -pat», as only then will you have; 



the privilege of hearing some of the 
weird and am usine tales that, he will 
tell you about the buildings, streets 
monuments, etc. 

But they a re mostly well -.meaning 
o'd men — these "cabbies"— and one. 
must be prepared lo take their greatly- 
exaggerated accounts with a grain of 
salt. They are à courions and harmless 
type of citizen, who unfortunately 
appear to be coining more and more 
scarce. 

At the present '.me practically the 
only work they have to do Is to lake 
vUriiors to Montreal on trips around 
the Mountain, where automobiles aro 
— and if is hoped always will be — ox- 
eluded. In winter, or course, there are 
those who come to enjoy the Montreal 
Winter Sports, who feel that thoy have 
not done so until they have taken a 
ride in one of rthojse sleighs. There aro 
also still u. few Isolated instances of 
old-fashioned people Who refuse to 
tide in motors, and use cabs or sleighs 
whenever they wish to navel any 
distance. AH these people help to kocp 
tif cabmen alive, 

But still it. is very difficult for them 
to make a living, and they aire gradu- 
ally dying oui. In passing by the Mc- 
Gill s>tand '« indeed touching to 
wn/tch these old fellows as one of the 
big Sherbrooke Street husos swoops 
up, collects its load of people, and 
old cabmen

Triennial Conference of Na- 
tional Council of 
Education 

IN APRIL 

Duchess of Atholl and Dr. 
Glover to be the Chief 
Speakers 

Th« Duchesn of Atholj and Dr. T. 
H. tllover will be the chief speak- 
ers at the rorth coming Convention 
of the National council of Educa- 
tion to be held this spring In Mon- 
treal!, It was announced y es tords y . 
Mr. 15. W. Realty, Chancellor of the 
University will be the chairman of 
tho conference while Sir. Arthur 
Currle, and Monseigneur A. J. Piettc 
Rector or tho University of Mon- 
treal are acting as vice-chairmen for 
this Third Triennial Conference of 
tho Council whose proceedings have- 
now attained a. national significance 
The conference is one of a scries 
dovoloping the two-fold plan of the 
Council by which 'distinguished men 
and women— both Canadians and 
visitors fvr/m England and other 
cotmtirles — are ongngod to speak on 
education (broadly Interpreted) 
throughtoul Canada and (b) to servo 
as an intelligence bureau for the dis- 
tribution of information between 
province and province, and for the 
reception and diffusion of Ideas from 
outside tho Dominion. 

The Duchess of Atholl is the Par- 
liamentary Under-Secretary to the 
Hoard of Education and is the sec- 
ond woman in English history to 
hold government office Margaret 
Boiyfleld being the first. Dr. Clover 
Is b. well-known classical scholar at 
the present time University Lecturer 
in Ancient History at the University 
of Cambridge. At one tint? he Ice; 
tared In Queen's University, King- 
ston and is an honorary 1,1. D. of 
that University and of McMustor 
University Toronto. 

Besides these, two, several other 
prominent. English speakers are be- 
ing, secured as well as four . well- 
known Frenchmen. Monsolgr.ljur 
Bnudrillart. Archbishop of Paris M. 
Honorât, late, minister of Education 
In Frhneb M, Jean Bru h vos College 
r,t France; and M . Charlety, Hector 
of University of Strasbourg have 
been Invited by Dr. Roy, High Com- 
missioner for Canada in Prance, and 
have Indicated their intention to bo 
present lo address their Fronch- 
C'nnndian brethren. 

In connection with the conference 
It is intended to discuss questions of 
common interest and in particular to 
hold a meeting of representatives of 
various local committees of the Na- 
tional Council so that experiences of 
llir pnsi few years, especially in re- 
gard lo the Lectureship scheme can 
bo compared. It is hoped that a de- 
finitely co-ordinated and uniform 
policy for this particular aspect of 
tlin Council's activities will be adopt- 
ed. 

This Lectureship ■ Scheme was in- 
augurated witli the visits of Sir 
Michael Stullm- and Sir Henry New- 
bolt in the spring ' of l'jL'a when

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THE RED AND WHITE REVUE 



At the present time those who are responsible for the pre- 
. parations for the annual student theatrical* production are hard 
at work attempting to choose the players who will take part, in 
this year's show. For the undergraduate of several years stand- 
ing this event docs not occasion more than a passing comment; 
but those who are in the university as newcomers may have 
some interest in the why and how of the Red and White Revue, 
and also the rather chequered history of the "McGill Theatre 
Night." 

We are not in a position to supply any details regarding 
the first Theatre Night. It will be sufficient to mention that 
for a number of years it was the practice of the undergradu- 
ate body to choose a certain night, or series of nights, during 
the session when McGill men and women could attend one of 
the local theatres in a body. Special reservations were made 
for them, and streaming colours and pennants made a very 
brilliant scene. 

Such occasions, however, were found to be the rowdiest of 
the whole year. Every semblance of restraint disappeared; not 
only did frequent class and college yells interrupt the actors, 
"but missiles of various kinds often found their way to the stage 
with unfortunate consequences. The whole night was looked 
forward to Mit h an extreme attitude of "Do as you please, re- 
gardless of those who are acting or of those who are trying to 
enjoy the performance." Could the reports which the local 
press published regarding these rallies be resurrected, it is hard- 
ly likely that, they would reflect credit on the name of McGill. 

When these plans had been carried out from year to year 
with no apparent signs of improvement, the whole thing was 
.eventually dropped, and for. some time there was no such thing 
as the "McGill Theatre Night." It is probable that the war 
and the post-war period of disorganization retarded the estab- 
lishment of anything more reasonable; in any case, it was not 
until the session of 1922-23 that a committee was called for by 
the President of the Students' Council to plan a new type of 
McGill Theatre Night. 1 

Since that winter afternoon in the early part of 1923 when 
representatives from all the faculties and schools gathered 
'under the chairmanship of R. L. Hamilton, the evolution of the 
Theatre Night has been rapid. During the first two years the 
performance were given at the St. Denis Theatre; in the first 
year, only one night was attempted, while in iha second year 
this was increased to two. The 1923 show consisted of sketches 
■by each of the faculties, together with a skit by members of the 
staff and an Athletic Review: the performance did not have any 
continuity, there were long intermissions which had to be filled 
jn by a mediocre orchestra, and the whole thing was lamentably 
weak in spots. With the experience gained in the first year, 
many faults were corrected in 1924. although the idea of "facul- 
ty acts" was retained. It was in this second performance that 
the name of the "Red and White Revue" appeared. 

Great strides were made in the Revue which was presented 
last March at His Majesty's Theatre; the show was played four 
Limes to large audiences, and there was a co-operation of the 
faculties which rendered it possible to cast the players much 
more suitably. Several of the acts which were prepared last 
year were of real artistic merit, and no little credit is due to 
those who supervised the plans. With the developments of the 
past three seasons, it is expected that the Red and White of 
1926 will rise to the level of a finished production, both well- 
balanced and well-presented. 

The most encouraging feature of the new series of Theatre 
Nights is the pleasant absence of rowdyism on the part of the 
undergraduates. A considerable amount of undue disturbance 
was noticed in 1923, when practically the whole student body 
was gathered by classes into one vast auditorium. Even then, 
however, it was noticed that the students had attended the show 
in order to enjoy it, for they paid strict attention to those acts 
which were meritorious. With the increase in the number of 
erformances, the university now shares its production with the 
blic, and it is highly desirable from every standpoint, that 
a high standard of excellence should be maintained by the stu- 
dents, both on the stage and in the audience.
